To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

Polls  will  be  open  until  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon. 
The  lousiness  meeting  will  be  called  to  order  at  eight 
of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following- 
subjects  : 

1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  be  deposited  in  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  the  Library.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

It  was  a  good  year ! 

Our  circulation  for  the  year  has  reached  4,666  volumes. 
Of  these,  2,177   are  fiction  and  the   non-fiction  has  more 
than  doubled  since  last  year  —2,489 !  Also  circulated  were 
427  magazines,  156  audio- visual  materials,  and  43  records. 

Our  cardholders  included  90  adults  and  79  juveniles,  of 
which  49  were  the  very  young  children.  All  of  these  were 
prolific  readers,  as  can  be  seen  by  the  number  of  books 
borrowed. 

It's  good  to  have  the  young  ones  use  the  library,  and 
credit  goes  to  Mrs.  Houle  who  brought  her  class  in  every 
two  weeks  last  spring  and  encouraged  the  children  to  bor- 
row books  each  visit.  Mrs.  Greenslit,  too,  deserves  credit, 
as  she  takes,  on  a  regular  basis,  many  books  to  read  to 
the  children  in  class.  This  not  only  encourages  reading, 
but  really  helps  in  their  school  work.  The  child  who  is  at 
ease  with  the  printed  word  usually  acquires  self-confidence, 
and  his  whole  behavior  is  improved. 

This  year,  the  Bookmobile  has  supplied  us  with  1,783 
volumes  and  we  borrowed  from  the  Keene  Public  Library, 
501  books,  and  156  audio-visual  materials.  We've  also  been 
able  to  fill  special  book  requests  through  the  N.  H.  Inter- 
library  loan  service  within  a  few  days. 

There  are  currently  about  8,600  books  in  the  library  and 
at  least  another  1,000  not  yet  on  our  shelves,  mainly  be- 
cause there  is  no  room  for  them. 

Purchases  of  new  books  number  112.  included  are  books 
on  bottle  collecting,  pressed  flowers,  landscaping,  machine 
shop  practice,  organic  gardening,  and  books  for  the  begin- 
ning reader.  Many  donations  of  books  were  made  by  the 
following:  Mrs.  Dale  Johnson,  Mrs.  Joyce  Handy,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  George  Chaplin,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Towns, 
Barbara  Handy,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richard  Maine,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Noel  Coppage,  Mrs.  Raymond  Hastings,  Mrs.  Sum- 
ner Hall,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A¥.F.  Stanton. 
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Magazines  now  include  gifts  of  Gourmet,  Ebony,  Travel 
and  Leisure,  and  PTA,  as  well  as  subscriptions  to  Inter- 
national AMldlife,  and  Organic  Gardening. 

While  the  Summer  Recreation  Program  was  going  on 
at  the  X'illaL^e  School,  the  Librar)-  held  the  Aiagic  Carpet 
Story  Hour  for  the  pre-schoolers  at  the  Library.  This 
lasted  for  the  full  9  weeks.  Mrs.  Noel  Coppage  met  with 
the  children  each  Tuesday  and  Thursday  morning  from 
9:15  to  10.00  a.m.  At  least  3  books  w^ere  read  each  time. 
An  average  of  six  children  (all  girls)  attended.  We  would 
like  to  continue  this  in  1972.  Let's  hope  we  can  get  some 
of  the  boys  interested,  too. 

Merrylin  Johnsons  dance  class  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
Saturday  mornings  was  a  big  success,  too.  These  programs 
are  fun  for  all  the  children,  and  it  is  hoped  that  more  fam- 
ilies will  take  advantage  of  them.  There  is  no  charge  for 
any  of  these. 

Our  copying  machine  is  now  in  operation,  and  for  a 
very  small  fee  and  in  just  a  few  minutes,  you  can  have 
copies  of  your  tax  papers,  license  (auto  or  dog),  birth  or 
marriage  certificates,  pages  from  a  book  or  what  have  you. 

The  Library  window  has  had  several  displays  by  local 
organizations.  During  4-H  Week,  there  was  a  lovely  dis- 
play of  articles  made  by  the  children  of  the  4-H  Club.  At 
Christmas  time,  our  Gilsum  Girl  Scouts  displayed  the 
beautiful  candles  they  had  made.  Other  town  organizations 
are  invited  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

Gilsum  Mine  Maps  sold  this  year  total  242.  This  figure 
includes  Library  and  Rock  Swap  sales,  but  the  majority 
were  still  sold  b}'  Mr.  Libby  at  the  village  store.

Mrs.  Johnson's  efforts  are  much  appreciated  by  both  the 
Trustees  and  the  children  who  are  learning  to  dance. 

By  combining  their  resources,  the  Friends  of  the  Lib- 
brary  and  the  Trustees  purchased  a  new  typewriter  and 
a  copy  machine  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  found  useful  by 
the  patrons.  The  Library  also  has  available  copys  of  the 
two  maps  which  are  included  in  the  Town  History.  Anyone 
wishing  to  purchase  copies  should  contact  the  Librarian. 

Plans  are  under  way  to  engage  in  a  Rental  Plan,  where- 
by the  Library  rents  a  certain  number  of  books  on  a  mon- 
thly basis,  for  use  of  the  patrons.  With  this  plan  in  effect, 
the  newest  and  latest  books  will  be  immediately  available 
to  the  patrons.

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REPORT  ON  THE   1971 
GILSUM    SUMMER    RECREATION    PROGRAM 

The  first  year  of  the  Gilsum  Summer  Recreation  Pro- 
gram opened  new  worlds  to  many  of  the  children  in  Gil- 
sum  —  the  worlds  of  nature,  art  and  music;  summer  became 
a  time  of  excitement  and  adventure  instead  of  a  time  to 
be  passed  until  school  began  again.  This  was  our  goal  and 
in  this  respect  we  succeeded.  We  had  hoped  to  reach  more 
children  than  we  did  but  in  a  town  Gilsum's  size,  an  average 
daih-  attendance  of  30  is  a  g'ood  start. 

The  1971  program  included  two  trips  made  possible  by 
a  grant  from  the  New  Hampshire  Commission  on  the  Arts  : 
the  first  trip  was  to  the  bunapee  .Vrts  and  Crafts  Fair;  the 
second  was  a  visit  to  Old  Sturbridge  Village  in  Massachu- 
setts. Both  trips  were  highly  successful.  A  grant  from  the 
Spaulding  Potter  Charitable  Trust  enabled  us  to  buy  most 
of  the  equipment  and  supplies  \\'e  required.  Gilsum  was  vis- 
ited twice  by  the  Try-Alobile  Workshop  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  Hampshire  ;  both  were  exciting  theatrical  exp- 
eriences for  the  children.  Plans  for  the  1972  program  inclu- 
de a  greater  emphasis  on  organized  athletic  activities,  at 
least  two  trips  and  a  reduction  of  the  staff  from  three  to 
two. 

Gilsum  has  been  highly  praised  by  professional  recreat- 
ion leaders  at  the  state  level  for  the  fine  cooperation  and 
backing  the  town  gave  the  1971  program.  We  wish  to  say 
a  special  thank  you  to  the  many  individuals  and  organiza- 
tions without  whose  generous  contributions  the  1971  pro- 
gram would  not  have  been  possil)le.  It  is  the  hope  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  that  the  success  of  last  summer's  pro- 
gram will  serve  as  a  foundation  for  a  continuing  strong 
summer  recreation  program  throught  the  years  to  come.

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REPORT   OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Lest  Vve  Forget     —     It  Can  Happen  Here 

Disastrous  forest  iii  brush  fires  that  destroy  iiundreds  of 
homes  are  more  prevalant  on  the  west  coast  with  their  dry 
seasons  and  strong  dry  hot  winds  but  25  years  ago  this  fall 
is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster  that  devastated  large  areas 
of  northern  New  England  leaving  villages  in  ashes  with 
rov/s  of  cellarlioles  and  chimneys  in  a  number  of  sunnner 
vacation  home  locations.  Many  lives  were  lost  on  that  de- 
structive day  of  October  23,  1947,  nothing  could  stop  the 
wind  driven  flames. 

it  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New 
Hampshire  but  they  happened  once,  they  can  happen  a- 
gain.  The  fuel  for  fires  is  all  around  us.  All  it  takes  is  a 
iirebraiid.  C  )nly  b}'  cultivating  a  habit  of  carefulness  with 
fire  at  all  times  can  we  meet  the  challenge  of  protection 
when  dry  conditions  prevail.  Please  let  these  reminders 
be  your  guide : 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  dis- 
card a  firebrand  -  a  lighted  match  or  a  glowing 
cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  an}'  outside  burning. 
The  burning  of  household  rubbish  is  not  permitted 
if  your  town  has  rubbish  collection.  Burning  of  grass 
or  garden  litter  can  be  dangerous.  See  your  Warden 
first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allowed 
and  if  they  are  put  them  dead  out  when  leaving 

4.  Most  important  -  instruct  Nour  cliildren  in  the  (hm- 
ger  of  the  lighted  match.  A  lighted  match  and  dry 
grass  or  forest  litter  is  a  dangerous  combination 
which  leads  to  (lestructi\e  loss  and  can  lead  to  tra- 
gedy. 
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The  past  year  -1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the  control 
of  fires.  There  were  too  many  fire  starts  in  some  towns. 
We  thank  those  who  remembered  and  ask  others  to  heed 
Smoke3^'s  message.
